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Comment  on  the  Statistics 


The  vital  statistics  for  1954  indicate  that  general  living 
conditions  in  the  Borough  are  still  maintaining  a good  standard,. 

The  general  population  again  shows  a small  upward  trend,  while 
the  Birth  and  Death  rates  indicate  a healthy  vitality,.  The  absence 
of  Still  Births  is  satisfactory  and  suggests  that  the  antenatal  and 
intranatal  supervision  m expectant  mothers  is  good. 

Examination  of  the  table  of  Causes  of  Death  shows  that  the  main 
factors  are  the  degenerative  diseases  which  are  mainly  associated  with 
old  age.  No  particular  disease  shows  any  significant  increase  over 
previous  years,. 

The  average  age  at  death  vas  73° 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  1954  totalled  74,  of 
which  numioer  the  majority  were  measles  (19)  and  whooping  cough  (48)  e 

Tne  measles  outbreak  centred  around  June  and  seems  to  have  died 
out  at  tne  closure  of  the  schools  for  the  summer  holidays.  The 
whooping  cough  outbreak  on  tne  otner  hand  started  soon  after  tne 
schools  re-opened  after  the  holiday  and  reached  its  peak  in  November. 
It  will  be  noted  that  in  both  cases  tne  majority  of  those  notified 
were  children  of  school  age.

MATER  SUPPLY . 


Tne  Borough  enjoys  a pipe:;  water  supply  from  the  Councils  crag 
well  and  the  supply  has  proved  adequate  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

During  the  year  some  pO  million  gallons  were  derived  from  this  source, 
samples  being  taken  at  regular  intervals  foe  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis,  typical  results  being  shown  below.  Main  extensions  in  cast 
iron  and  asbestos  cement  were  carried  out  to  a total  length  of  2,044 
feet  to  new  private  housing  development  sites.

SEViSAGE. 


The  sewerage  system  in  general  has  functioned  satisfactorily  during 
the  period  under  review.  New  housing  development  is,  however,  likely  to 
tax  portions  of  the  system  serving  the  North  'Vest  of  the  town. 

The  area  served  by  sewers  gravitating  to  the  main  pumping  station 
is  limited  in  this  direction  by  the  general  configuration  of  the  land 
and  whilst  every  effort  is  being  made  to  require  developers  to  connect 
to  the  main  system,  a certain  amount  of  cesspool  drainage  is  inevitably 
having  to  be  permitted.
